4.2 Docking Surveys 


4.2.6 Visible parts of side thrusters are to be examined. 
Other propulsion systems which also have manoeuvring 
characteristics (such as directional propellers, vertical axis 
propellers, water jet units) are to be examined externally with 
focus on the condition of gear housing, propeller blades, bolt 
locking and other fastening arrangements. Sealing arrange- 
ments of propeller blades, propeller shaft and steering column 
are to be verified.
